The 34-year-old Schwartz testi­ 
fied before a House investigating 
subcommittee which fired him as 
chief counsel earlier this week 
after he accused a m ajority of 
members of wanting to whitewash 
the FCC investigation. 
In 
a statem ent to reporters 
Schwartz has charged that an un­ 
named FCC member took money 
in a TV case. The subcommittee 
subpenaed him to air his charge 
under oath. 


He also testified that FCC Com­ 
missioner Richard A. Mack had 
refused to give congressional in­ 
vestigators inquiring into the Mi­ 
ami case “certain financial rec­ 
ords.” 


Schwartz, a bespectacled and 
scholarly law professor, protested 
vehemently against being forced 
to testify. He wanted to go to New 
York on “personal affairs” and 
not appear before Monday.
